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GENEKAL  INFOKMATION 


The  Canadian  Literary  Institute  is  located  in  the  Town  of 
Woodstock,  which  lies  on  the  Great  Western  Railway,  at  the 
point  ot  its  intersection  by  the  Port  Dover  &  Lake  Huron  and  the 
Credit  Valley  Railways,  about  half  way  between  Suspension 
Bridge  and  Detroit,  and  is  consequently  easy  ot  access  from  any 
direction.  The  Institution  is  thus  situated  in  the  centre  of  one  of 
the  most  elevated  and  healthful  districts  of  Ontario.  The  surface 
of  the  surrounding  country  is  undulating,  and  the  scenery  diversi- 
fied and  picturesque. 

The  School  embraces  the  following  definite  courses : 
I— &l)e  (Eollegtate  Gloitrge. 

This  course  extends  over  four  years.  The  fourth  year,  however, 
is  suspended  for  the  present,  but  will  be  again  pursued  as  soon  as 
a  sufficient  income  shall  be  realized  from  the  liberal  Endowment 
which  is  now  being  secured.  The  pledges  for  this  endowment 
have  already  reached  the  sum  of  $80,000,  some  $12,000  of  which 
is  now  invested. 

The  First  Year  of  this  course  prepares  students  for  the  Inter- 
mediate or  Second  Class  non-professional  examination  for  teachers. 

The  Second  Year  prepares  for  Junior  Matriculation  into  To- 
ronto or  Queen's  University. 

The  Third  Year  prepares  for  the  regular  First  Year  Examina- 
tion, or  Senior  Matriculation,  Toronto  University,  or  for  the  First- 
class  non-professional  examination  for  teachers. 

The  Fourth  Year  corresponds  to  the  second  year,  Toronto 
University. 

Throughout  this  course  students  of  either  sex  who  wish  to  do  so 
may  substitute  French  and  German  for  Greek. 

A  special  feature  will  be  seen  to  be  the  large  share  of  time  and 
attention  devoted  to  the  study  of  English  Classics  and  of  the  His- 
tory of  English  Literature.  In  order  still  further  to  insure  the 
mastery  of  their  own  language,  and  to  cultivate  power  of  thought 
and  expression,  all  students,  whatever  the  special  objects  in  view, 
are  required  to  compose  essays  regularly  during  the  whole  course, 
and  are  classified  in  sections,  each  of  which  meets  once  a  week  for 
the  reading  and  criticism  of  original  compositions. 
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Students  may  be  admitted  to  the  Collegiate  Course  at  any  stage, 
upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  prepared  to  go  on  success- 
fully with  the  classes,  and  every  student  of  either  sex,  upon  com- 
pleting any  year  of  the  course  and  passing  the  Examinations  suc- 
cessfully, will  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  under  the 
seal  of  the  Institute,  showing  the  number  of  marks  gained  in  each 
subject  of  the  course  for  that  year. 

No  first  year  certificate  will  be  granted,  however,  until  the  exam- 
inations in  Arithmetic,  British  History,  Canadian  History,  and 
Physiology  of  the  Preparatory  Course  shall  have  been  passed. 
The  second  year  certificate  will  be  granted  to  any  student  who 
passes  in  all  our  examinations  in  all  subjects  required  for  Junior 
Matriculation  in  Toronto  University,  and  also  passes  that  Junior 
Matriculation  at  the  end  of  the  year.  On  the  same  conditions 
third  and  fourth  year  certificates  will  be  given  to  those  who  are 
successful  in  the  first  and  second  examinations  in  Toronto  Uni- 
versity. 

II— Jabies*'   &ottr#e#. 

These  extend  over  three  or  four  years.  In  this  department 
ladies  may  pursue  either  of  the  following  lines  of  study,  viz.,  (i) 
The  Regular  Course  for  Ladies,  asindicated  on  subsequent  pages 
which  embraces  all  the  essentials  of  a  liberal  education.  In  this 
course  a  lady  will  receive  a  mental  culture  which,  we  believe,  will 
prove  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  that  received  in  the  best  Ladies' 
Colleges  in  the  Dominion.  (2)  The  Ladies'  Fine  Arts  Course, 
as  indicated  in  the  foot  notes  subjoined  to  the  Regular  Course  for 
Ladies.  In  this  is  provided  as  lengthy  and  complete  a  training  as 
can  be  received  in  any  ordinary  Fine  Arts  School ;  and  which  in- 
cludes thorough  instruction  in  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Music, 
both  theoretically  and  practically,  on  Piano  or  Organ  ;  in  Linear, 
Perspective,  Free  Hand,  and  Geometrical  Drawing ;  in  Painting 
in  Oil  or  Water  Colors  ;  in  Crayon  Drawing,  and  the  various 
branches  of  Decorative  Art. 

In  both  the  Regular  and  Fine  Arts  Courses,  careful  instruction 
is  given  in  Elocution  and  Voice  Culture. 

These  courses  regularly  extend  over  three  years,  and  upon  the 
completion  of  the  work  required  in  either,  a  lady  may  graduate  and 
receive  the  Diploma  of  the  Institute.  Should  any  one,  upon  en- 
trance, be  able  to  pass  satisfactory  examinations  upon  any  of  the 
required  work,  or  produce  proof  of  having  taken  a  creditable  per- 
centage upon  it  in  any  public  examination,  the  further  pursuit  of 
such  work  will  not  be  required.  A  careful  record  is  kept,  and  as 
soon  as  the  required  work  of  any  course  has  been  accomplished, 
be  the  time  taken  longer  or  shorter,  a  lady  may  graduate. 

In  addition  to  the  three  years'  work  thus  indicated,  a  fourth,  or 
Honor  Year,  is  prescribed,  in  which  a  lady  may  select,  subject  to 
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the  approval  of  the  Faculty,  a  substantial  year's  additional  work 
from  any  of  the  courses  laid  down  in  this  Directory*  Upon  the 
completion  of  this  work  she  becomes  an  Honor  Graduate.

To  meet  the  requirements  of  an  increasing  number  of  young 
men  who  desire  a  careful  and  thorough 

business  (Education 

we  have  organized  a  Commercial  Department  in  which  is  provid- 
ed as  complete  a  course  in  Single  and  Double  Entry  Book-Keep- 
ing, Banking,  Steam-Boating,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Business 
Correspondence,  Plain  and  Ornamental  Penmanship,  (Spencerian 
system,)  &c,  &c,  as  can  be  obtained  in  any  of  the  Commercial 
Colleges.  This  department  has  been  placed  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mr.  Westervelt,  a  graduate  of  one  of  our  best  Com- 
mercial Colleges  and  one  thoroughly  informed  in  all  the  branches 
of  such  a  course  and  an  experienced  and  successful  teacher.  We 
are  determined  to  spare  no  pains  or  labor  that  may  make  this  De- 
partment a  success  in  every  respect. 

Since  women  are  nowfinding  pleasant  and  profitable  employment 
as  clerks,  sales-women,  book-keepers,  &c,  they  will  be  admitted 
to  this  as  well  as  to  all  other  departments  of  the  school  on  precisely 
the  same  terms  as  gentlemen. 

Special  (Clares. 

Classes  are  always  to  be  found  in  the  Institute  in  which  students 
are  being  prepared  for  the  following  examinations  : 

Senior  Matriculation,  or  the  regular  First  Year  Examinations 
of  Toronto  University  with  honors  in  all  departments. 

Junior  Matriculation,  with  honors  in  all  departments.  Since 
the  requirements  for  Matriculation  into  all  the  Colleges  in  Ontario 
are  now  assimilated  to  the  requirements  of  University  of  Toronto 
this  class  will  meet  the  wants  of  those  seeking  admission  into  any 
of  the  following  Colleges  : — University  College,  Queen's  College, 
or  Victoria. 

First-Class  non-professional  students  for  this  examination  read 
with  the  honor  classes  for  Senior  Matriculation. 

Second-Class  non-professional  or  Intermediate. — Most  careful 
trainingL ;  given  in  all  branches  for  this  examination.  While  we 
cannot  insure  the  success  of  every  one  who  may  come  we  believe 
the  percentage  of  our  students  who  succeed  at  this  examination  is 
as  high  as  that  of  any  other  school,  and  certainly  very  far  above 
that  of  the  whole  Province. 

Medicine,  Law,  Civil  Engineering,  Etc. — Classes  are  always 
to  be  found  in  which  students  are  reading  for  the  Entrance  Exam- 
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ination  prescribed  by  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario,  by  the  Law  Society,  or  by  the  School  of  Civil  Engineering. 
All  the  teachers  into  whose  hands  the  above  classes  are  placed 
are  specialists  in  their  several  subjects,  and  have  the  advantage 
of  years  of  experience  in  this  special  work.

Young  ladies  ambitious  of  sound  and  thorough  intellectual  cul- 
ture may  prepare  either  for  the  regular  Matriculation  and  First  and 
Second  Examinations  for  Women  conducted  by  the  University  of 
Toronto,  or  may  take  any  one  of  the  carefully  arranged  Courses 
lor  ladies  provided  for  by  the  Institute. 

Young  ladies  who,  while  unable  to  remain  long  enough  at  school 
to  complete  a  full  course,  desire  one,  or  two,  or  more  years  of  Ele- 
mentary or  Collegiate  training,  may,  by  making,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Faculty,  judicious  selections  from  the  Courses  of  Study, 
be  enabled  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  time  at  their  disposal.

higher  Mathematics,  may  find  within  the  wide  range  of  the  Insti- 
tute Curriculum,  every  facility  for  accomplishing  their  object.  In 
such  cases  the  aim  will  be  to  afford  the  utmost  freedom  of  selection 
compatible  with  the  requirements  of  the  Time  Table,  and  with  the 
thorough  mastery  of  the  work  undertaken.

The  Institute  Library  consists  of"  about  4500  volumes,  nearly  all 
selected  with  special  reference  to  the  wants  of  such  an  Institution. 
To  this  students  have  access  daily  to  consult  books  ot  reterence, 
and  all  necessary  facilities  are  afforded  by  the  Librarian  at  stated 
times  for  the  withdiawal  of  other  works  for  private  perusal.  Mrs. 
Fyfe's  splendid  gift  to  the  Institute  Library  ol  1250  volumes,  from 
the  private  library  of  the  late  Dr.  Fyfe,  is  highly  appreciated  by 
students  and  teachers. 

The  nucleus  oi  a  Geological  Cabinet  has  been  formed,  and  a 
collection  of  various  objects  of  archaeological  and  general  interest 
is  being  made.  During  a  comparatively  short  period,  and  chiefly 
through  the  contributions  of  friends,  about  one  hundred  and  sev- 
enty entries,  comprising  over  three  hundred  specimens,  have  been 
made. 
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Contributions  of  suitable  specimens  of  all  kinds  will  be  thank- 
fully received  from  the  friends  of  the  Institute.  If  possible,  these 
should  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  specimen  and  the  time 
and  place  of  collection. 

JHeteoro logical  anb  $Ljstronomteal  ©bgenjattottj*. 

Observations  are  made  in  the  following  elements  :  Pressure  and 
Relative  Humidity  of  the  Atmosphere;  Mean,  Maximun  and  Min- 
imum Temperature  ;  Clouds  ;  Depth  of  Rain  and  Snow ;  ana  the 
Rate  and  Force  of  the  Wind.  First-class  apparatus  furnished  by 
Government,  including  Robinson's  Anemometer,  with  Electric 
Registering  Apparatus  attached,  is  used,  and  students  who  desire 
it  are  thus  afforded  an  opportunity  for  becoming  practically  ac- 
quainted with  the  details  of  Meterological  Observation. 

During  the  past  year,  through  the  liberality  of  friends  of  the 
Institute,  especially  in  Woodstock,  an 

Astronomical  (Dbscrbatorg 

has  been  erected  containing  Equatorial,  Computing  and  Transit 
rooms.  A  Telescope  has  already  been  purchased,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  Transit  instrument  and  a  Chronometer  may  soon  be  procur- 
ed. The  Telescope  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  in  the  Dominion. 
Its  focal  length  is  eleven  feet,  and  it  has  a  clear  aperture  of  8  1-16 
inches.  It  will  be  equatonally  mounted  and  will  have  small  hour 
and  declination  circles.  This  and  a  fine  brass  mounted  Dolland 
Telescope,  i\  inches  aperture,  the  gift  of  T.  James  Claxton,  Esq., 
of  Montreal,  will  be  used  in  giving  instructions  in  Astronomy. 

^octettes. 

The  oldest  Society  connected  with  the  Institute  is  the  Adelphian, 
a  Literary  Society  which  holds  weekly  meetings,  at  which  the  ex- 
ercises consist  of  Orations,  Essays,  Debates,  and  the  reading  of  a 
Manuscript  Periodical. 

The  name  of  the  Judson  Missionary  Society  suggests  its  object. 
This  Society  meets  monthly,  and  is  composed  of  students  and 
teachers  of  both  sexes.  At  these  meetings  Lectures  are  delivered, 
and  Essays  bearing  on  Missions  are  read,  and  also  a  Manuscript 
Periodical. 

The  Excelsior  Society  is  composed  of  the  youngermale  students. 
They  have  a  small  but  well  selected  Library  of  their  own  to  stim- 
ulate and  develop  a  taste  for  reading.    ' 

The  Gleaner  Society  is  composed  exclusively  of  Ladies.  The 
exercises  are  such  as  are  best  adapted  to  foster  a  taste  for  reading 
and  develop  skill  in  writing.  This  Society  has  also  a  small  Li- 
brary of  its  own.

The  liberality  of  the  friends  who  contribute  to- 
wards the  purchase  of  these,  and  of  several  publishers  who  kindly 
send  free  copies  of  their  journals,  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

fielujiott*  f)retrileige$. 

There  are  in  the  town  the  following  Churches,  viz  : — Two  Pres- 
byterian, two  Methodist,  one  Episcopalian,  and  one  Baptist.  All 
students  are  required  to  attend  twice  every  Sabbath  such  Church 
as  their  parents  or  guardians  may  prefer,  and  none  are  allowed  to 
change  their  place  of  worship,  except  with  the  written  consent  of 
their  parents  or  guardians.  The  latter  are  specially  requested  to 
send  with  the  pupil  in  each  case  a  written  intimation  of  their 
wishes  in  this  respect. 

Several  Prayer  Meetings  are  held  weekly  in  the  Institute,  and  a 
weekly  Female  Prayer  Meeting  is  also  held  in  the  Ladies'  Building. 
These  have  proved  a  signal  blessing  to  many.  Bible  Classes  are 
taught  every  Sabbath.  Attendance  at  the  Prayer  Meeting  is  op- 
tional, but  all  students  are  required  to  attend  Chapel  Worship 
every  morning  and  one  of  the  Bible  Classes  every  Sabbath.

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COUESES: 


In  order  to  gain  admission  the  pupil  must,  ordinarily,  be  of  the 
age  of  not  less  than  thirteen  years.  Those  coming  from  other 
Colleges,  or  from  abroad,  must  be  able  to  furnish  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  good  moral  character.  To  meet  the  case  of  those  who 
come  unprepared  to  enter  at  once  upon  the  studies  of  the  Collegi- 
ate course,  arrangements  are  made  for  a  full 

^preparatory  (bourse. 

The  nature  and  extent  of  this  course  vary  according  to  the 
wants  of  the  pupil.  All  the  work  included  in  it  has  been  carefully 
arranged  and  full  provision  made  for  classification  to  suit  the 
various  grades  of  advancement  of  those  entering  upon  it.  The 
full  course  embraces  the  following  subjects  :

Spelling  from  Dictation. 

Mental  Arithmetic. 

English  Grammar.     (Mason.)

Students  entering  the  classes  in  Reading,  Writing,  Spelling  and 
the  Primary  Classes  in  English  Grammar,  Geography  and  Arith- 
metic, are  not  required  to  pass  any  Entrance  Examination. 

In  English  Grammar,  Geography  and  Arithmetic  there  are  al- 
ways classes  at  several  different  stages  of  progress  In  these  pu- 
pils are,  upon  examination,  placed  according  to  proficiency. 
Students  who  have  had  a  good  knowledge  of  these  common  school 
subjects,  but  who  have  not  been  at  school  for  some  time,  will  find 
it  to  their  advantage,  when  they  can  do  so,  to  review  these  branches 
before  coming  to  the  Institute,  in  order  that  they  may,  on  exami- 
nation, be  placed  in  the  more  advanced  classes.  This  in  many 
cases  would  save  them  much  time. 
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At  the  commencement  of  each  half  year,  in  September  and 
February,  classes  begin  the  following  subjects,  viz.  :  Canadian 
History,  British  History,  Physiology,  Algebra,  Book-Keeping  and 
Latin.  Pupils  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  Reading 
and  Geography  before  commencing  History;  in  Spelling  and 
Grammar  before  commencing  Latin  ;  and  in  Arithmetic  to  Deci- 
mals before  commencing  Algebra. 

All  Pupils  in  the  Preparatory  Course,  except  those  in  the  Pri- 
mary class  in  English  Grammar,  must  take  English  Composition, 
in  which  they  will  be  classified  according  to  their  proficiency  in 
Grammar. 

In  the  following  Courses  the  studies  are  arranged  in  Depart- 
ments (indicated  by  Roman  numerals),  and  Sub-Departments  (in- 
dicated by  letters),  and  the  number  of  recitations  per  week  in  each 
Sub- Department  is  indicated  by  the  figures  in  brackets.

Ladies  who  have  passed  the  Intermediate  Examinations  of  the 
High  Schools,  taking  a  Second  Class  standing,  may  graduate  upon 
the  completion  of  one  year's  earnest  work.  This  work  will,  in 
each  case,  be  arranged  by  the  Faculty  and  wilPbe  such  as  may 
tend  towards  a  more  symmetrical  development  of  the  mind. 
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COMMERCIAL  COURSE. 


In  order  to  complete  this  course  students  must  be  proficient  in 
the  following  subjects :— Arithmetic,  Mensuration,  Grammar, 
Composition  and  Geography.  Any  who  need  tuition  in  these 
branches  will  receive  it  tree  of  charge.  While  nothing  more  than 
the  above  is  absolutely  required  it  is  very  desirable  that  students 
should  take  a  far  more  extended  course  in  the  ordinary  branches 
of  a  good  education,  full  provision  for  which  they  will  find  in  the 
courses  of  the  school. 

The  uniform  fee  for  this  course  is  $32.  A  student  who  is  suffi- 
ciently advanced  in  the  above  subjects  to  devote  his  whole  time  to 
the  various  branches  of  Book-keeping  can  complete  the  prescribed 
work  in  from  three  to  five  months.  Many  will  .find  it  very  much 
to  their  advantage  to  devote  only  a  "part  of  their  time  to  Book- 
keeping and  the  remainder  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  an  English 
education.  In  this  way  a  student  may  take  a  whole  year,  and 
complete  the  best  of  all  Commercial  Courses  at  no  additional  ex- 
pense. 


GENERAL  RULES. 


"Study  Hours"  must  be  observed  as  follows,  viz:  From  8.40 
a.  m.  till  12  noon  ;  from  2  till  4.15  p.  m.  ;  and  from  7  till  10  p.  m., 
after  which  no  light  may  be  kept  burning,  except  by  special  per- 
mission. No  student  is  allowed  to  be  absent  from  the  premises, 
after  6  o'clock  in  the  evening,  nor  during  study  hours,  in  the  day 
time,  unless  specially  excused. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  pursue  their  ordinary  studies  on 
the  Sabbath.  All  are  required  to  attend  Public  Worship  and  Bible 
Class  regularly  as  indicated  under  the  head  of  "  Religious  Pri- 
vileges." 

No  student  is  allowed  to  be  absent  from  any  class  exercise  ex- 
cept by  permission,  with  consent  of  the  teacher  of  that  class>  and 
any  student  absent  from  roll  call  must  present  a  satisfactory  excuse 
to  the  Registrar. 
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All  the  pupils  are  required  to  take  regular  exercise  out  of  doors 
daily,  during  recess  hours. 

The  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  of  all  kinds  and  tobacco  in  every 
form  is  strictly  prohibited. 

All  visiting,  or  writing,  or  private  communication  of  any  kind 
between  ladies  and  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Institute  is 
strictly  prohibited. 

All  non-resident  students  are  subject  to  the  same  rules  in  regard 
to  study  hours  and  conduct  as  those  who  board  in  the  Institute  ; 
and  they  are  not  allowed  to  visit  the  students'  rooms  in  the  Insti- 
tute except  by  special  permission. 

JMantongie;  attti  fieportg. 

The  Faculty  meet  regularly  to  inquire  into  the  conduct  and  pro- 
gress of  the  pupils,  and  a  record  of  their  proceedings  is  kept. 
Standings  are  made  up  upon  the  basis  of  a  daily  record  of  class- 
room recitations  kept  by  each  teacher,  combined  with  the  results 
of  the  stated  written  and  public  examinations  by  the  teachers  and 
by  the  examiners  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  ag- 
gregate number  of  marks  obtained  by  each  student  during  each 
term  is  publicly  read  and  posted  in  the  Institute  Chapel,  and  a  re- 
port of  the  standing  and  deportment  of  the  pupils  for  each  term 
of  the  Preparatory  Course,  and  of  the  first  and  second  years  of 
the  Collegiate  Course,  is  sent  to  parents  or  guardians. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  pupils,  whatever  the  object  in  view, 
should  conform  their  studies  as  far  as  possible,  to  one  of  the  fixed 
courses.  For  the  accommodation,  however,  of  those  whose  time 
or  circumstances  will  not  admit  of  this,  such  selections  may  be 
made,  subject  to  the  time  table,  and  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty, 
as  will  form  the  best  preparation  for  future  lile.  But  in  order  to 
secure  diligence  on  the  one  hand  and  thoroughness  on  the  other, 
in  the  work  undertaken,  no  pupil,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
will  be  permitted  to  have  less  than  fifteen  or  more  than  twenty- 
two  to  twenty-five  class-room  recitations  per  week.  Further, 
every  pupil,  whatever  the  object  in  view,  is  required  to  attend  one 
of  the  classes  in  English  Composition,  and  to  write  regularly  each 
term  the  prescribed  number  of  Essays,  or  Exercises. 

Ladies  frequently  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  unusual  ad- 
vantages the  Institute  offers  to  make  the  pursuit  of  one  or  more 
of  the  Fine  Art  studies  a  specialty.  They  may  do  so  only  on  the 
condition  that  their  time  be  fully  occupied.  If  not  fully  employed 
in  such  special  work  they  must  supplement  that  work  by  selections 
from  one  of  the  literary  courses,  and  the  fee  for  this  literary  work 
will  be  arranged  by  the  Principal.  In  all  cases  it  must  be  under- 
stood that  no  diploma  of  graduation,  in  any  course,  will  be  grant- 
ed until  the  whole  of  the  work  required  in  that  course  be  satisfac- 
torily done.

As  rewards  of  industry  and  additional  incentives  to  honorable 
ambition,  provision  has  been  made  for  the  annual  awarding  of  a 
number  of  prizes,  amongst  which  may  be  enumerated  the  follow- 
ing: — Two  for  Reading,  two  for  Elocution,  two  for  Essays,  two 
for  Poems,  a  series  for  General  Proficiency  in  the  subjects  of  each 
year,  for  proficiency  in  Special  Departments,  and  one  to  accom- 
pany the  best  annuaPcertificate  of  each  year. 

General  <®nemgf)t. 

The  Main  Building,  occupied  by  gentlemen,  is  under  the  over- 
sight of  the  Resident  Teacher  in  charge,  Mr.  J.  I.  Bates,  B.  A., 
Ph.M.,  who  is  assisted  by  other  resident  gentlemen  teachers.  The 
Steward  and  Matron  also  reside  in  the  building. 

The  young  ladies  occupy  a  separate  but  connected  building, 
where  they  are  under  the  care  and  oversight  of  the  Lady  Superin- 
tendent, Miss  Read,  assisted  by  three  other  resident  lady  teachers. 
They  have  free  admission  to  all  the  classes  of  the  College  and  may 
compete  on  equal  terms  for  ail  Honors  and  Prizes.  They  sit  at  the 
same  dining  tables,  over  which  the  Teacher  in  Charge,  the  Lady 
Superintendent,  and  the  other  resident  teachers  of  both  sexes  pre- 
side. In  all  other  respects  the  Ladies'  Department  constitutes  a 
separate  and  distinct  school,  and  is  conducted  on  the  same  prin- 
ciples as  the  best  Ladies'  Colleges,  The  Principal  resides,  with 
his  family,  in  a  wing'of  the^Ladies'  Building. 

The  rooms,  both  in  the  Main  and  in  the  Ladies'  Building,  are 
arranged  for  two  students 'each,  and  each  room  is  furnished  with  a 
bedstead,  two  matresses,  two  tables,  three  chairs,  a  washstaml  and 

broom.  Whatever  else  is  required,  such  as  bed  clothes,  pil- 
lows, towels,  lamps,  etc.,  must  b°  provided  by  the  occupants  them- 
;elves.

All  students  of  the  Fine  Arts  will  be  graded  according  to  pro- 
ficiency and  the  fees  will  be  according  to  the  grading.  Twenty 
lessons  per  term  and  two  practice  hours  per  day  are  given,  in 
Instrument  Music,  and  two  lessons  per  week  in  Painting  and 
Drawing,  &c. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  board,  washing,  and  tuition, 
in  the  Literary  Courses  will  amount  to  $38  per  term,  or  $152  per 
year  ;  and  the  full  Fine  Arts  Course  will  cost  as  follows,  in  round 
numbers:  Junior  Year,  $200,  Middle  Year,  $225,  Senior  Year, 
$250. 

All  lady  students  whose  parents,  or  lawful  guardians,  do  not  re- 
side in  Woodstock,  must  board  in  the  Institute. 

Male  students  who  prefer  it  may,  by  permissiou  of  the  Faculty, 
obtain  board  in  approved  private  families.  The  tuition  fees  for 
such  and  for  pupils  whose  parents  reside  in  Woodstock,  will  be  $8 
per  term,  with  an  additional  charge  of  50  cents  per  term  for  inci- 
dental expenses. 

Tuition  fees  and  board  bills  must  be  paid  per  term  in  advance  to 
the  Receiver.  The  first  two  days  of  each  term  will  be  set  apart 
for  this  purpose.  No  allowance  is  made  for  short  absences,  or  for 
absence  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  a  term,  and  no  board  money 
or  tuition  fees  will  be  refunded  unless  the  student  has  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty.  And  the  refunding 
of  money  will  be  entirely  at  the  option  of  the  Receiver,  should  a 
student  in  any  case  be  required  to  leave  on  account  of  ill  conduct. 

It  is  recommended  that  parents  furnish  their  children  with  no 
more  money  than  sufficient  for  necessary  and  reasonable  expenses, 
and  that  they  be  not  allowed  to  open  accounts  in  town  unless  by 
the  written  permission  of  parents.
